Boston, Mass., October 18.—There was sor- 
row in the camp of the champions of the 
world last night. The defeat of yes- 
terday at Philadelphia was the last 
straw that broke the camel’s back 
of Capt. Comiskey’s woes, and on the trip 
from the Quaker City to the Hub the captain 
consulted with his men in a spirit of friend- 
ship and they tried to analyze wherein their 
weakness lay.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 18.—Secretary 
Bayard was seen last night and asked to set 
at rest the contradictory statements printed 
relative to the policy ot the State Department 


on the fisheries question. He said: ‘‘This 
matter is not one that can be settledin a 
breath, but is oneof such gravity and im- 
portance that time should be taken 
in consideration. The State Department pro- 
poses to takeall proper time to consider 
it and does not intend to blunder through 
haste. It is a question which has been enter- 
tained through the history of this country for 
a hundred years, for it is really a question as 
to whether our relations with Canada shall be 
neighborly and friendiv, or whether they shall 
be the other extreme with both nations stand- 
ing ready totakeadvantageoftheother. The 
policy of the State Department has not been 
determined on fully, and can only be as the 
case develops itself. Personally I wish and

The Eccentric Lecturer Exhibits His Antics 
at the Apollo Theater. 


Geo. Francis Train entertained less than two 
hundred people at the Apollo Theater last 
night. His pecullar rhapsodies about himeelf 
based upon topies of current interest in which 
he manages to assume a directing interest 
astonished some who didn’t know him and in 


the end amused all. He hada blackboard and 
a piece of chalk with which to illuminate his 
lecture and spread himself ona lot of devil-fish 
diagrams and pothooked pictures of Cleveland 
and dynamite bombs. Geo. Francis boldly 
demonstrated that he lays no claims to per- 
sonal modesty. He rakes in the glory of 
everything that is supposed to have any glory 
init. He declared himself to be the original 
Phineas Fogg of Jules Verne’s ‘‘Around the 
World in Eighty Days, the man whom Bulwer 
selected for the modelof Margrave of ‘‘The 
Strange Story,’’ the organizer of the Knights 
of Labor, the man who organized the Cons 
mune and who gave Cluserie 250 francs to buy 
his first military suit, the head and frontof 
Fenianism and Nihilismn, and now the chief 
demon of Anarchy.

KEARNEY SHUT OUT. 


Iche New York Police Prohibit the Distribu- 
tion of His Circulars. 


ty Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
NEw YORK, October 18. —Agitator Denis Kear- 
n ey is much exercised over the fact that he is 
porohibited from distributing in this city a cir- 
ctllar containing the following: 
„The undersigned desires to arouse the 
workingmen ofthe East upon the important 
question of how to effectually stop Chinese 


competition. Since the passage of the prohi- 
bition bill the avents of the Chinese Six Com- 
utiles have secured a practical nullification of 
he act. Our courts on the Pacific Coast have 
virtually set aside the intent of Congress in 
passing the law against Chinese immigration 
and Jam hereto renew the crusade against 
the Chinese. I begin in the East. In this 
city there are over 12,000 Chinese. ‘Ten 
years ago there were but 200. Soon you will 
find them filling your factories as they do in 
San Francisco. Awake, therefore, to your 
true interest, and be at Cooper Institute Jues— 
day evening, October 18, where I shall illus- 
trate Chinese civilization, and what you can 
expect if the Mitchell bill (which 
Chinese from landing inthis country) is not 
passed by the next Congress. Millions of 
Chinese will be bere in five years.’’ 

The azitator yesterday said in regard to 
the prohibition: ‘‘As soon as Mr. Henry 
George's followers wake up to the fact that 
their leaders are pro-Chinese they will run 
‘away trom them as tiough they had the lep- 
rosy. I recognize the tact that all of Mr. 
George's fo !iowers are anti-Chinese but there 
seems to be an incunsistency somewhere. 
So far neither Henry George nor 
Father McGlyun bas announced himself on 
this question, which isthe burning one of the 
hour. Look at the hundreds of Chinese wash- 
houses in this city. Each of these is an opi- 
um den, where young girls are tivelyled night 
after night. Any votesthat are drawn away 
from the Democratic party will weaken the 
anti-Chinese sentiment. That is what Jam 
here to prevent, but that is just what the Cni- 
nese Six Companies are trying to accomplish. 
To-morrow nightI propose to draw the line 
between the pro-Chinese and the anti-Chi- 
nese, and as the leaders of the Republican 
arty in Congress have been in favor of the 
Bhinese—that is, in favor of flooding the coun- 
try with the leprous hordes of Asia—I am in 
favor of consolidating the sentiment against 
them.’’

VERY SERIOUS. 


A New Law Affecting the Relations Be- 
tween Merchants and Buyers, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispatTcn. 

DETROIT, Mich., October 18.—An innocent 
looking little law, so small that it slipped 
through the last Congress without more than 
passing attention, isabout to have a serious 
effect upon the business of large Eastern mer- 
chants and will entirely revolutionize the 
credit system existing between the East and 
West. This apparently trifling law limit the 


jurisdiction of the United States Courts to 
suits involving over $2,000, exclusive of inter- 
est. The old law had tixed the limit at 800. 
The effect of this change as already 
developed inthe West, istocut off the trade 
between Eastern merchants and the Western 
dealer who buys less than $2,000 of goods and 
to direct the immense trade intothe hands of 
Western jobbing houses. It is, in short, a 
pléw to Eastern merchants and to Western 
credit and is a blessing to Western jobbers. 
The reasons for this are already becoming ap- 
arentinthe West. Under the old rule an 
mmense credit was built up between the East 


and West. All that a Western trades- 
man needed was a letter of in- 
troduction from responsible parties and 


he Was assured credit in New York. Even 
though unknown he was trusted, for the 
sant bad recourse to the Federal 
oourts, where the law was the same for ail 
States. Now, however, all bills of goods 
than $2,000 cease to have the protection 

of tie Federal Courts. The New York 
hant must collect all such bills before 

. — — Circuit Courts of the West, and 
wos suit his credit to the onerous collection 
Jaws of the different States.
